made in that behalf, We do hereby diſcharge any 'Perſon whatſcever within the faids Bounds to make Manlt, until they find Caution that they 'ſhall buy 'the 
Bear at tae price roretaid, and that they ſhall take but ten (hillings Scots for making a Weigh of Bear, and no more, and obtain a licenſe for that -effe& as aforeſaid, 
as they will be anfwerable art their peril : And in regard that divers Perſons within the City of Edinlurgh, Carirongate, Abbey, -Caldtown, 'Craig-end, Yard-heads, 
New-kaven, Pleajants and St. Ninians Row, who are Vintners of 'Wine, Cooks, or Stablcrs, do both brew, tap and fell Ale, and Drinking-beer browen by them- 
(elves, whereby they may ſell their Drink with greater advantage than other Brewers, and ſo may underſel the other Brewers, to their -great hnre and prejudice ; 
We do hereby diſcharge any Vintners of Wine, Cooks, or Stablers in the ſaid Bounds, to vent or retail any Ale or Drinking-beer, or if they continue in their re- 
tailing, to quite their brewing, as they will be an{werable at their peril. And whereas both Brewers, Vintners, and the Leidges ſuſtain great damage by the unequal 
meaſure of Barrels, ſome being above meaſure, and ſome under, occaſioned chiefly by the negle& and fault of Coupers ; We do hereby Ordam all Coupers that 
makeany Brewers Casks, to make them no bigger then with the addition of a Choppin to each Gallon ; Ordaining every Couper to put his own Mark upon his 
own Work, that the Contraveeners may be known, and that all Casks already made be juſted and made equal, betwixt and the firſt day of Jane next, as the faid 
Coupers and Brewers will be anſwerable at their peril. And to the effect the ſufficiency of the Drink may be known, the Brewers are hereby diſcharged to give 
out any Drink forth of their Store-houſes, until the fame be taſted by Taſters and Cunſters 3 and Tapſters are diſcharged to vent or ſell the ſame, or any part there- 
ot,r:]l the ſame be tated wu incor Homes,or Sellars, under the penalty of fourty ſhilling Scots,for each Barrcl,in caſe of tailzie : And both Brewer and Tapſter isto be 
an{werable for the ſufficiency of the Drink,but prejudice tothe Tapſter to have relief off the Brewer, ifhe crave the ſame, asaccords. And to the effe& the Tapſter 
may have a moderate advantage for the tapping of their Drink, We Ordain,that hereafter the Tapſter ſhall have four pennies Scots for tapping each pint of Drink, 
and no more,asthey will beanſwerable. And We do Declare, that the conſtant Weigh of Barley, or rough Bear, ſhall in all ſeaſons hereafter be fifteen Stone Troas 
Weight : And forthemore ctfcctual proſecution of the faids Proclamations, We have thought fitto grant full Power and Commiſſion to the Committy of Our Pri- 
vy Council, to giveorder and command to ten brewers tor the Town of Edizbargh,and ten Brewersfor the Shire of Edinbureh,and to appoint their Quorum, who are 
to cnquire after the Tranſgreſlours,and to procced conform to Inſtructions to be given them by the faid Committy of Our Council, who are to fit at Edinburgh,and 
are hereby impowered to alter and change the faids Commitlioners, and appoint ſuch a number for their Qiorum, from time to time, as they ſhall judge fit : And 
to the elfeCt rhis may have the ſame (uccols in all the ocher Shircs of this Kindom, We do herchy vive and g:a.1t full Power and Commiſſion to the Perſons under- 
written tor the reſpedtive Shires aftc-ſpecified, Viz.

or ſo many of them as ſhall happen to meet with the ſaids Perſons commiſſionate at ſuch times and places as the Perſons commiſlionate ſhall appoint. And We Ordain 
the firſt meeting to be at thehHead-Burgh of the reſpettive Shires upon the 29 of March inſtant, for all the Shires on this fide of Aberdene ; and the 15 of April for 
Aberdene, and all benorth the ſame ; with full Power to the faids Perſons commilſſionate,to call before them all Brewers and Mault-men, within Burgh or Landward 
1n the ſaid repecive Shires, and to cauſe them ſubſcribe the Bond appointed by Our faid firſt Proclamation of the 23 of December laſt, and thereupon to grant them 
Licenſes to brew conform to the tenor thereof 3 which Licenſes are to be ſigned by three of the Commiſſioners, at leaſt, and one of the ſaid Commiſſioners to be a 
Privy Counſeller,it any be within the Shire,or the Sheriff in caſe there be none; and in caſe they do not ſubſcribe rhe ſaid Bond, to proceed againſt them conform to 
the AC of Parkamert and Proclamation foreſaid,and to do and perform every other thing requiſite and neceſlary for making Our ſaid Proclamation prafticable, and 
putting the ſame to due and full execution ; and with Power to them, if the Brewers and Mault-men ſhall ſubmit and give Bond to pay fix pound Scots for the rough 
Bear of the laſt Crop, to allow them to brew twenty penny Ale, and double or three ſhilling Ale, and grant them Licenſes for that effe&, in manner foreſaid. And 
We hereby Declare that Our ſaid former Proclamation of the twenty third of December laſt, doth ſtand in full force to all intents and purpoſes, except in ſo far as 
the ſame is hereby innovate or altered. And this Our Proclamation and Commiſſion, We Ordain to ſtand in full force nntil the tenth day of $, ber next, or 
longer, until We or Our Council think fit to recall the ſame. Our Will is herefore, and We charge you ſtrictly, and Command, that incontinent, theſe Our 
Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, and whole Mercat-crofles and Paroch-Churches of this Kingdom, and thereat, in Our Nameand Authority, 
make publication of the ſame, with Our former Proclamation. And ordains the Sheriffs of the reſpeCtive Shires to take care to fee ſame done accordingly, as they 
will be anſwerable ; that all Perſons concerned may have notice thereof, and give obedience thereto - And ordains theſe Preſents to be printed, Given under 
Our Signet, at Edirbrrgh, the ſixth day of March, One thouſand fix hundred and eighty Years 3 and of Our Reign the thirty two Year.
